It is initially noted that this application had been suspended pending the outcome 
of Interference No. 104,290. A decision has been rendered in that Interference and has 
no bearing on the patentability of the claim in the instant application. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant has 
amended claim 33 to recite that the electrode is preformed to assume a curved shape 
when deployed from the elongate member. This is in distinction to the Rydell ('908) and 
Edwards et al ('675) devices which provide the electrode through a curved opening as it 
is deployed from the elongate body. That is, Rydell and Edwards et al fail to disclose 
the particular preformed electrode which is advanced from the elongate member as set 
forth in claim 33.
